"TMEfiig* oi Uuca," as Hon. Horatio 
Seymour wa* known, it the neit of tbt old 
statesmen to p»s* away. Hia death occured 
at lb* residence of Mm. rWcoe Conkling, 
hi. *ister, Friday night, of a general giving 
away of ih« system, consequent to hia ad 
fanctd age, for he had exceeded the al- 
lotted three score and ten by six year*. Ha 
entered public life in 1833 and nine* haa 
been a most conspicuous figure, tilling many 
poeitions of honor and trust, including 
three term* a* governor of the great Stale 
of New York. The laat of theaa was dur- 
ing the war and during the tin* he cm- 
missioned over 13 000 officers in the volun 
tear eeryice. Althmgh not a candidate 
and contrary to wishes he waa unanimously 
nominated for President on the Mi ballot 
by the National Democratic Convention, 
which met in New York in 1888 and oyer 
which he presided aa chairman. At the 
election which followed he and hia running 
mate Oen Blair, received 2,703.600 votee 
against 3,013,183 caat for Grant and Colfax. 
Since then ha haa refueed to Uke an aclire 
port in pDliiice, thoug'i hia advice in party 
matters has been eagerly sought and obtain- 
ed on many occaeions. Full of yean of 
honor he has gone the way of all flesh and 
hia death snaps another link which binds 
the present to the past. Never in the his 
tory of the country have deaths of so 
many of our great men followed so rapidly 
upon em S other. Grant. Gratz Brown, 
McClel I an, Hendricks, Hancock and Sey- 
mour, all within a few months, and each 
having been elected or nominated for either 
the presidency or the vice-presidency, make 
up a liat of those lost to the country, which 
they honored with their Uvea and

Description of the "Casnetalllc" 
silver and Gold In one IM 

Mr. Nicholas Veoder of a Tittsburg firm 
thus describes his propoaed "cometaUic" coin: 

"The new coin which I have invented, and 
the adoption of which I propose, consists of 
an outer disc of silver of the value of 90 cents, 
resembling a coin with a hole cut through its 
center In this holo or center is fitted a disc 
of gold, also of the vahfte of 50 rents. The 
gold is held in place by the millings of the 
silver lapping over the gold and the compres- 
sion incident to coinage. There is a double 
depression where the gold is. and the latter 
is too thin to admit of alteration, 

"It may also be said for this coin, that the 
abrasion comes on the cheaper metal, the gold 
being prot'S-tal by being In a recess. In size 
it would be only a trifle thicker than the pres- 
ent half dollar, and be easily distinguished in 
the pocket bv the central depression, and 
when brought to view the eye would readily 
catch the central color aa well as the central 
legends and device*. The union of the two 
colors in one coin will also give it an 
ive appearand and gratify an artist
